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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The response traverses the rejection under 103 of 
Balasubramanian in view of Bruchez. The response argues that Balasubramanian does not disclose hybridizing in solution a target and a 
probe. The response provides illustrative embodiments they perceive are not taught by the reference, in addition to the passages on 
pages 4 and 10, It is clearly stated by Balasubramanian "In an embodiment of the invention, the target molecules are immobilized onto 
non-fluorescent streptavidin or avidin-functionalised polystyrene latex 

microspheres, as shown in FIG. 2. The microspheres are immobilized in turn onto a solid support to fix the target sample for microscope 
analysis (page 8, lines 22-28). This passage clearly states that the target molecules are immobilized onto the microspheres prior to 
immobilization onto a solid support. Thus applicant's extensive arguments that Balasubramanian does not teaches the embodiment are 
unpersuasive. 

Moreover, applicant's arguments appear to be directed to a situation where the concentrations are supersaturated. It was well within the 
skill of the art, at the time the invention was made to adjust concentrations to enable binding of the molecules. 

The response discusses Bruchez briefly. The rejection of record uses Bruchez to teach antigen-antibody reactions may be used to 
spatially address analytes. 

In light of the teachings of Balasubramanian directed to spatially addressable arrays, the ordinary artisan would have been motivated to 
have substituted binding with an antigen/antibody pair for the specific benefits taught by Bruchez. 
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
